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THE CITY COUNCIL 


The regular meeting of the City 
Council was held Monday night in 
the Council chambers. All the Alder- 
men were present. Owing to the 
Mayor being detained, Alderman 
Johns, Deputy [Mayor, occupied the 
chair for the first part of the meet- 
ing. 


Correspondence 

J. BE. Fraser, Secretary-Treasurer of 
the City of Wetaskiwin, wrote asking 
for information as to how the city 
here Jiked the policy carried insuring 
the city against action for damages. 
The Commissioner had replied and 
forwarded a copy of the policy held 
here. There have ‘been no actions in 
Red Deer, but the view of ‘(Council 
has been that at a cost of $150.00 per 
year it is good ‘business to carry the 
policy. . 

The local manager of the Imperial 
Bank, H. Willson, wrote that the re- 
quests of the city had been granted. 
By-law 596, authorizing the borrowing 
of money from the Bank, was given 
the third reading and passed. The 
sum will not exceed $40,000.00 and will 
be used for current expenses until 
such time as taxes come in. 

The Canadian Des ‘Moines ‘Steel 
Company ‘wrote thanking the ‘Com- 
missioner for information sent. 

The Secretary of the Board of Pub- 
lic Utility Commission asked that in 
connection with the cancellation of 
Mount Royal, the matter be allowed 
to stand in abeyance for a few days, 
as they were very busy. 

The City Solicitors wrote that they 
had perused the letter James Bower 
had written the city, as well as the 
report of Chief Streatfield, and they 
advised that the city should take no 
action in the matter. Jas. Bower 
was present and addressed the Coun- 
cil in the matter. He stated that he 
had paid $10.00 for two colts, that he 
allowed them to run at large and that 
they were impounded in the City 
pound. Poundkeeper Gaetz, he stated, 
had asked too large pound fees and he 
had refused to redeem the _ horses. 
(He preferred to leave them in pound 
for a month and then bid them in at 
the sale. He apparently had not been 
able to get them at the sale. He de- 
manded his colts back, or would take 
$15.00 in full settlement of his claim 
for damages. If he did not get this 
satisfaction, he reiterated twenty tim- 
es atleast, he ‘would bring many wit- 
nesses before a Judge to prove the 
city to be a robber. Council had a 
great deal of work ahead and got the 
matter laid over for the time, promis- 
ing to let Mr. Bower hear from them 
Tuesday morning. 

J. T. Holmes and Major R. C. Lister 
nwere present as a delegation from the 
G.W.V.A. They wished to have the 
by-law governing ‘boxing and wrestling 
amended in some way. Atthe pres- 
ent time there {s a fee of $100.00 pay- 
able to the City for each day a wrest- 
ling bout is put on and charged for, 
and boxing is absolutely prohi{bited 
within the city limits. The by-law 
was, of course, meant to be prohibi- 
tive, but the majority of the Council 
felt that local, amateur boxing and 
wrestling should be helped and en- 
couraged. The Solicitors will be’ asked 
to frame an amendment to the by- 
law and the whole matter will then 
be further threshed out. 

COMMISSIONERS’ REPORT 

The Commissioners presented the 
following report: 

The Council, City of Red Deer. 

Gentlemen: 

We submit our regular report as 
follows: 

1. On the 14th inst., Chas. Thomp- 
son, engineer at the Western General 
Power House, informed us that the 
governors on the city pumps required 
repairs. Wo immediately instructed 
the Red Deer Iron Works to make the 
necessary repairs. These have been 
made. 

2. We purpose proceeding with the 
cancellation of South Mount Royal 
subdivision as soon as we get the nec- 
essary order from the Board. 

3. We settled with the Nazarene 
Church the amount of land to be sold 
to them in Woodlea and engaged C. 
H. Snell, A‘LS., to survey the land 
and prepare a description so that an 
egreement may be prepared. It was 
necessary to have all of Woodlea sur- 
veyed and gs soon as Crescent Ave. 
has been cancelled we will take title 
to the land. 

4. We engaged C. H. Snell, A.LS., 
to survey the land sold to the Red 
Deer Municipal Hospital District. The 
area is about seven acres. When the 
description is prepared we will have 
an agreement drawn up and submitted 
to you. 

5. As there appears to be no chance 
of collecting the outstanding arrears 
of taxes on the Mrs. Lynn property in 
Block 9, we recommend that title be 
taken under ‘tax sale proceedings. 

6. We submit herewith draft of City 
Act for your consideration. This has 
to be finally revised by the committee 
after receiving suggestions from the 
City Councils and will then be sub- 
mitted to the Government. 

7. We submit accounts 


for your 


- authorivation to pay.

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THE ROTARY GLUB: 


At their ‘weekly luncheon on Friday, 
the 25th, the Rotary Club had as one 
of its guests Mr. H. G. Scott, who gave 
the club an account of what he saw in 
the occupied area of Germany last 
October. The following is a summary 


of his account: 


As soon as one enters the occupied 
area of Germany, the atmosphere of 
The 
attitude of the French and Belgian 
train officials to the German passen- 
gers is that of tense watchfulness, 
while the Germans equally show their 


strain can be more or tess felt. 


repressed hatred. 


Cologne is the headquarters of the 
British army on the Rhine, and there 
is a quite different atmosphere about 
the city from that of the French and 
The British military 
police are quite at their ease, and ob- 
viously on tolerably good, though defi- 
nitely superior terms with the German 
officials and police, and the British 
soldiers move about the city unarmed 
and without anxiety. Except for an 
occasional soldier getting drunk and 
being robbed at night, there is little 
or nothing in the way of active hos- 
tility between Germans and British. 
The Germans certainly do not like our 
presence in their country, but they 
recognize the justice and restraint of 
British rule, and seem to feel a reluc-

tant respect for our men. 


Throughout the city evidence of the 
British control can be seen in notices 
posted at various places such as the 
railway station, the British officers’ 
club, or the Y.M.C.A. institution for 
the soldiers, ‘where “no German is 
allowed to enter on any pretext.” The 
best seats at the opera are reserved 
for the British, and can be taken by 


Germans only if not wanted by the 


British, and there is a British post 


office where letters for Britain and the 
Empire can be posted with British 
stamps. 


The British Summary Court exer- 


cises jurisdiction over anything that 
affects the safety of the troops or the 
treatment of ‘British people in the 
area, and a description was given by 
the speaker uf a day in the court, and 
the trial and conviction of a German 
street car conductor for rudely turn- 
ing two iittle English girls out of 
their seats in the car to make room 
for a German woman. [He went to 
prison for a week as a lesson in polite- 
ness to British children. A signifi- 
cant fact as to the justice of British 
rule in Germany is the large number 
of Germans who have come from 
other parts of Germany to Cologne in 
order to obtain the privileges of 
British administration. 

At the beginning of October there 
was little sign of distress in Cologne 
on the surface, though there was ob- 
vious anxiety as to the future. Since 
then, things have got much worse, and 
there has been looting of stores for 
food and clothes, and rioting in the 
city. 

The extraordinary fall in the value 
of the German mark was described 
by various instances. The mark ‘be- 
fore the war ‘was equal to 25c. ‘On 
the first of October 200 million marks 
were equal to $1.00. The British news- 
paper published in Cologne cost 3c. or 
5 million marks on that date. Trwo 
months later it cost 3c. or 250 thous- 
and million marks. The mark had 
thus fallen in 60 days to one fifty- 
thousandth of its value at the begin- 
ning of October. The changes in 
value were so rapid that in the ‘course 
of a morning a fall of 200 millions to 
the pound sterling was not at all un- 
usual. The result has been to inflict 
great hardship on wage-earners paid 
weekly, whose wages are fixed at the 
beginning of the week and paid at the 
end of it, for with each fall of the 
mark prices of goods rise in equal 
proportion, and thus a ‘fixed sum at 
the beginning of a week was equal in 
value to only a half or a third or less 
at the end of the week. 

Since marks lose their value like 
melting snow, the only way the people 
can save anything is by buying for- 
eign money. There {s a law against 
doing so except through the banks, 
but it is ignored in practice, and in 
the French and Belgian areas espec- 
jally, the Germans can be seen buying 
French or Belgian money from the 
soldiers of the occupying powers at 
exorbitant rates. 

In the French and Belgian areas 
and the Ruhr the atmospheré was one 
of intense fear and hatred. In the 
city of Dusseldorf, a place of about 
350 thousand people, on Sunday, 30th 
of September, occurred dreadful 
scenes. The Separatists, encouraged 
by the French to proclaim a republic 
separate from the rest of Germany, 
held a great meeting in the city, which 
was interrupted and broken up by the 
German green police, who shot the 
crowd down like rabbits, and chased 
them through the city. The French 
then intervened with troops, stopped 
the massacre, but not content with 
doing so, disarmed the green policc 
under the eyes of the enraged mob, 
and then stood by and saw the un- 
happy men beaten to death by the 
mob with lead thludgeons. About 30 
of the police and people were killed 
and about 600 wounded on that day. 
The French took photographs of 
these scenes, and exhibited them pub- 
licly on the walls of the city. The 
result of this sort of thing was to 
create an atmosphere of cowed fear 
throughout the city, and the French 
method of ostentatiously flaunting 
their military strength in the eyes of 
the people increased this impression. 
So strong was it that when Germans 
were led through the streets as pris- 
oners by French soldiers, the passers 
by appeared to tbe afraid to take any 
notice whatever. 

In Essen, the great industrial city 
of Krupps, the main hotels and public 
buildings were occupied by the 
French, the telephones were all in 
their hands, the postal ‘service was 
almost non-existent. Food ‘was scarce, 


even dogs being eaten, and a queue of 
people waiting for a distribution cf 
potatoes at one of the Krupps works, 


was 100 yards long at ten a.m., ani 
almost as long at 4 p.m. Coke cost

RED DEER U.F.A, 


Hear Addresses on Seed Po- 
tatoes, Poultry Marketing 
and Convention 


The Red Deer U.F.A. had an excel- 
lent turnout at their January meeting 
at the city hall on Saturday, Jan. 19th, 
when Mr. McLeod, Calgary, discussed 
potato diseases, Mr. Cormie poultry 
marketing, and Mr. Van Slyke gave a 
brief rapid-fire introductory report on 
the Provincial convention. President 
H. Wallace was in the chair, with W. 
H. Evans as secretary. 


Potato Diseases 


Mr. McLeod showed that certificated 
seed potato work had been started by 
the Dominion Government in Alberta 
in 1920. Prior to that time, Alberta 
potatoes, as a rule, had been of poor 
quality and the best home market had 
been supplied mainly from B.C. There 
were twelve diseases affecting the po- 
tato, but the main troubles were the 
common scab, blackleg, wilt, and rhiz- 
octonia. Mr. McLeod urged good 
ground, and the changing of ground; 
and selection of good seed. Seed po- 
tatoes should be treated in a solution 
of 4 oz. of corrosive sublimate in 30 
Ballons of water; the first lot to remain 
in the mixture 1% hours, the next lot 
1% hours, and so on. If the ground 
was infected, they must not be disap- 
pointed if this treatment did not give 
them as good results as they hoped: 
the treatment could not be blamed for 
this. He favored the planting of cut 
seed rather than the whole potato as a 
rule: usually small potatoes indicated 
trouble of some kind. Mr. McLeod went 
into detail on these various diseases, 
how they were to be recognized, their 
effects, etc. The potatoes in demand 
appeared to be Netta Gem, Gold Coin, 
with Wee Macgregor and Irish Cobbler 
next. It was wise to have as much 
uniformity as possible in one district. 
Potato land treated with green manure 
had a tendency to scabby potatoes. His 
main work was to inspect fields of po- 
tatoes, and determine whether the 
yields therefrom were fit for certificat- 
ed seed, which commanded a consider- 
ably better price than the average 
potato. Mr. McLeod's information was 
well arranged, clear, and helpful. 

Poultry and Egg Marketing 

Mr. Cormie gave a most Interesting 
review of his study of poultry market- 
ing conditions in the United States, 
prefacing his remarks with a glimpse 


of some of his own poultry marketing 
work at Edmonton; they had lifted 
five carloads of live poultry from 
Monitor alone in 1923. He described a 
trip of investigation which he under- 
took last year for the purpose of dis- 
covering the best methods of shipping 
live poultry long distances by freight. 
The speaker said he accompanied a 
car of live poultry containing from 
3,000 to 4,000 birds from Falls City, 
Nebraska, to New York city, which 
market receives 275 carlots of live 
poultry per week. The collection and 
shipping of Nve poultry was an intri- 
cate biviness, and he got some more 
light on why poultry bought at 14¢ and 
15¢ a pound reached the consumer at 
35¢ to 40¢ per pound. At Falls City 
their plant investment was small, four 
speed trucks, small collecting centres 
and one or two cheaply constructed 
warehouses being used, the freight cars 
being used mainly for receiving. Each 
truck brought in 3,000 pounds of poul- 
try and cream, as an accessory hauling 
product; the chickens were roughly 
graded. These haulers received $8 and 
$10 per day, but they were expert 
poultry men. They knew nothing of 
shrink in shipping. Mr. Cormie de- 
tailed the menu of the birds in transit 
and how they were fed the last day or 
so so as to increase their weight by as 
much as 1700 pounds per car; feeding 
orders came mainly from the con- 
signees, who knew just when the stuff 
would be marketed and sold. The men 
in charge of the poultry were experi- 
enced live steck feeders. The Jews 
were the main buyers anl consumers of 
poultry in New York, and the fowl 
were cocher-killed. The market was 
limited to 275 cars per week, and no 
more would be received, so that prices 
were well maintained. Mr. Cormie 
vividly described the pullers, the un- 
loading, the commission methods, the 
paying of premiums, the _ constant 
vigilance necessary to prevent thefts, 
etc. At Topeka, Kansas, he had visit- 
ed the big plant from which dressed 
poultry and eggs were shipped: this 
was a more elaborate business. 

In connection with the progress made 
in Alberta, the speaker said that Al- 
berta in 1920 imported both eggs and 
market poultry in large quantities. 
Last year Alberta exported 140 car- 
lots of eggs and 164 cars of poultry, 
three times as many eggs as the other 
provinces together. Government in- 
spection of eggs had brought this 
about; the buyer knew what he was 
getting. He regarded the poultry as 
the most staple of the farmers’ side 
lines. There should be a system of in- 
spection of dressed poultry for export, 
and perhaps for Hve poultry as well.

He warned against farmers taking on 
too many birds, but 100 to 150 good 
hens could be handled on any farm. He 
dwelt upon the commercial value of 
building up the confidence of the deal- 
ers in their poultry and egg products. 
It was more important to get good lay- 
ing strains than to bother much about 
the breed. Fancy bred birds who took 
high prizes at shows were good, if they 
laid the eggs or produced laying birds, 
not otherwise; in buying they should 
demand evidence of laying results be- 
yond the seller's assurance that the 
birds could lay; the official records of 
performance would help them in this. 
Perhaps only one or two men in a dis- 
trict had time to trap-nest their hens, 
but these should help and guide the 
others. He warned against paying too 
much for swell birds: make a moder- 
ate investment for a good male to start. 
The more they could weed out the in- 
different layers in their flocks the 
better for them. 


The U.F.A. Convention 


Mr. Van Slyke said that never before 
at a U.F.A. convention had he seen 
such a spirit of optimism in regard to 
their organization as at Edmonton that 
week. He returned prouder than ever 
of the U.F.A. and its work. There was 
a unity and tolerance at the conven- 
tion which was very gratifying: their 
membership had gone up from 11,200 
to 14,200 the past few weeks, and the 
organization was solider and stronger 
than ever. The swing of the pendulum 
which had been against them was now 
turned in their direction. There were 
26,000 Wheat Pool signers, so that 
thousands of farmers’ beyond their 
membership looked to the U.F.A. for 
leadership. Mr. Wood stressed the fact 
that the future of the Wheat Pool de- 
pended largely on the growers them- 
selves: the opposition to it was not 
Greater than had been expected, and 
confidence was growing in its methods. 
The U.F.A. would be judged largely by 
the practical gains it accomplished for 
the farmer. Mr. Van Slyke was san- 
guine that the pool would return better 
results to the farmer than the grain— 
buying companies, but they must re- 
member that the pool was In its initial 
stages and could not benefit the farm- 
ers sO much as when it became better 
established and could hold its grain off 
the market, if necessary. Contracts 
had been coming in at the rate of 1000 
acres a day so they had now signed up 
over 50 per cent of tho wheat acreage. 
The pool was aiming at greater equal— 
ization. Mr. Brownlee had told them 
of some of his investigations in the 
co-operative marketing in the Pacific 
Coast states, especially in poultry and 
eggs: they had made a success there of 
most of their co-operative marketing, 
even though the California wheat pool 
had failed. Despite the criticism of the 
daily press and part of the weekly 
press, the U.F.A. was solidly behind 
the Government, and President Wood 
and the Government had been  over- 
whelmingly endorsed. Mr. Van Slyke 
reviewed some of the Provincial bank 
debate. Some of these questions raised 
the issue as to whether they would 
move along slowly on their present 
lines, or whether they would pull down 
what they had and build up again. Mr. 
Van Slyke made some witty comments 
on some of the convention figures. It 
was a sane and well ordered conven- 
tion, and far more successful than any 
of those present had expected. Mr. 
Van Siyke left the balance of his re- 
port over to the February meeting. 

It was decided not to organize a 
wheat pool local at Red Deer. Owing 
to the presence of the U.G.G. elevator 
here, they were much better served 
than many other points. 

The chairman welcomed the presence 
of the Mayor, Mr. R. L. Gaetz, and Mr. 
H. Meeres, Condor, at the meeting, and 
cordially thanked the speakers of the 
afternoon for their addresses.

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DEATH OF 
NIKOLAI LENIN 


Moscow, Jan. 23. — Nikolai Lenin, 
Russia’s great Bolsheviki leader, died 
suddenly Monday evening at his coun— 
try home in the village of Gorky, 20 
miles from Moscow. The public an- 
nouncement of the premier’s death was 
withheld until the all-Russian Soviet 
congress met yesterday morning. 

In the interests of science an autopsy 
was performed yesterday afternoon by 
eleven doctors. It disclosed, according 
to the official bulletin, marked changes 
in the blood vessels of the brain and 
flesh ruptures of these vessels which 
were the direct cause of death. The 
death certificate was signed by four 
professors, four doctors and Health 
Commissary Somashko, 

An official bulletin, not signed, but 
dated at the Kremlin, says that the 
all-Russian congress of Soviets “will 
take steps in the near future to secure 
the work of the government’ without 
interruption, the Soviet power stand- 
Ing firm guard over the conquests of 
the revolution.” 

Lenin's death, which the official an- 
nouncement says was entirely unex- 
pected, comes at a time when party 
differences are being aired, and when 
the other Soviet leader, Leon Trotsky, 
is 11], and for reasons of health out of 
state affairs temporarily. 

The government is arranging for an 
{mpressive funeral at Moscow on Sat- 
urday. From 6 o'clock tomorrow 
evening the public will be permitted to 
view the body. All theatres and places 
of amusement in Moscow have _ been 
ordered closed until aftor Saturday. 


Council meeting. held_in the office 
of the Secretary, December 20th, 1923.

Eadie v Martin Bros. Action by 
Clarence D. Eadie, saw mill operator, 
near Lacombe, against Angus M. Mar- 
tin and Lachlan Martin, farmers near 
Penhold and lumbermen at Rocky 
Mountain House, for $190 damages be- 
cause of alleged default of defendants 
to pay the assessment of the Work- 
men's Compensation Board on their 
industry whereby, when plaintiff was 
injured on March 25, 1923, he was un- 
able to recover any compensation from 
the Board; and the further sum of 
$36.52, being the amount required to 
satisfy the assessment of the Work-— 
men's Compensation Board. The de- 
fendent Angus M. Martin’ denied 
Lachlan Martin's Hiability—he had 
nothing to do with the lumbering 
business of the winter of 1922-23, al- 
though it appeared to have been car- 
ried on in Martin Bros. name. As

for himself, he was not bound further 
than the contract between Eadie and 
the firm whereby Eadie was to cut and 
haul lumber, and it was no part of the 
contract that defendant should pay 
this assessment, nor was he ever asked 
by Eadie to do so. He was not Hable 
for the assessment and never received 
notice of it. Further that this Court 
had no jurisdiction to try the case,. 
which should be dealt with by the 
Workmen’s Compensation Board. The: 
Judge did not entertain the last ob— 
jection, holding that this was not m 
compensation case but a damage case. 
An ordinary counterslip was produced: 
by plaintiff dated March 8, 1923, in 
which Eadie was charged by Martim 
with $29.45, “draft re Workmen's 
Compensation Board,” and this W.C.B-. 
amount was also charged to Eadie in 
a lengthy statement of accounts be- 
tween Eadie and Martin prepared by 
Cc. Fulton, Mr. Martin’s bookkeeper. 
Mr. Fulton swore he had received no 
authority from Martin to make this 
charge, or to pay Eadie’s assessment. 
He had made the charge by mistake, 
and told Eadie so in April, a month or 
so afterwards; the accident to Eadie 
had occurred about March 25. The 
Board had refused Eadie’s claim for 
compensation on the ground that no 1923 
assessment had then been paid. The 
assessment was collected by the sheriff 
in September, 1923, by distraint on 
Eadie’s goods to realize the assess- 
ment. Mr. G. W. Waistell, auditor of 
the Workmen’s Compensation Board, 
produced details as to the accounts 
with the Board of both plaintiff and 
defendant, as to the regulations and 
procedure in collection. The draft they 
had made on Eadie early in March for 
his 1923 assessment had not been paid, 
and they had turned it into the Attor- 
ney-General’s office for collection. The 
rules specifically stated that, unless 
the assessments were paid to date, no 
claim for compensation could be enter- 
tained. Judgment was reserved. Mr.

London, Jan. 28.—The Labor minis- 
try, headed by J. Ramsay MacDonald 
as premier, formally took office at 
noon today. 

The members of the retiring Bald- 
win government visited Buckingham 
Palace in the forenoon, and shortly 
afterward Premier MacDonald and his 
ministry arrived at the palace aud re- 
ceived their seals of office. 

Premier MacDonald, wasting no 
time in getting the machinery of 4is 
government to work, called a cabinet 
meeting for this afternoon, at which 
it was understood the policy to be pre 
sented to parliament when it reas- 
sembles would be considered. 


Labor May be Disappointed 


If all the reports that are going the 
rounds with ‘'rdferenae to pressure 
having been brought to bear on the 
new premier, Ramsay MacDonald, by 
trade unions and other Labor bodies, 
to obtain portfolios for their members 
in the Labor cabinet, are true, there 
is likely to be more disappointment 
within the wide ranks of Labor over 
the premier’s selections than have 
been revealed on the outside so far. 

Among the comments of the news- 
papers on the actual acvession of 
Labor to power, probably the most 
striking feature is the non-appearance 
of the erstwhile doleful predictions 
that the British Empire would be 
doomed if the Labor party got control. 

Refuse to Be Comforted 


The Morning Post and Daily Tele- 
graph alone of the Conservative pap- 
ers refuse to be comfor’ed, although 
the Telegraph expresses the belief 
that Premier MacDonald’s adminis- 
tration will last only a short time

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THE COMING NEW LIQUOR LAW 
IN ALBERTA 


In the new session of the Alberta 
Legislature now opening the most 
important measure in contemplation 
is the new Liquor Act designed to 
give effect to the referendum of Nov- 
ember last. It is an act of great im- 
portance, socially, morally and finan- 
cially. The Government have employ- 
ed Mr. Parlee, a notable Liberal and 
a lawyer of distinction, to draft the 
act, and Mr. Bennett, a notable Con- 
servative, and also a lawyer of dis- 
tinction, ‘to revise it. They did so 
probably in order to ensure the tech- 
nical legal soundness of the act, and 
also to give the people of the Prov- 
ince confidence that the act had been 
drawr without thought of party con- 
siderations, but honestly in pursuance 
of the wishes of the people so far as 
they were intelligibly expressed at 
the recent referendum. For this the 
Farmers’ Government deserve credit. 
It is much in accordance with their 
record since they took office, but there 
is a fair criticism to be made of it, 
which also seems to be in accordance 
with their past record. They already 
have in their service a drafting coun- 
sel, Dr. Scott, to whom they pay quite 
a high salary. We think it is $7,000.00 
or thereabouts. It seems a fair thing 
to suggest that that salary is quite 
high enough to command the services 
of a counsel capable of drafting any 
act which the Government might con- 
ttemplate, and there does not appear 
really any justification for not leav- 
ing the drafting of the new act to Dr. 
Scott, whose capacity has not been 
challenged. Put bluntly, either the 
drafting counsel should draft all ‘the 
Government acts, or his_ position 
should be abolished and the salary 
attached to it saved. No doubt the 
Government have been influenced by 
the fear of malignantly hostile criti- 
cism by the Liberal opposition of the 
terms of their new act, and wished to 
silence it in advance by the employ- 
ment of these distinguished counsel, 
Dut the Government should know by 
now that it is not any shortcoraings 
of theirs that provoke the Liberal 
criticism, but only their supreme wick- 
edness in keeping the Liberals out of 
office, and thpy should have the cour- 
age to treat the official Liberal criti- 
cism with the contempt that it de- 
serves, and sufficient confidence in 
the impartial and sincere people of 
Alberta to believe that if their regular 
officials draft their acts fairly, very 
little attention will be paid to spiteful 
and mechanical criticism. 

Sofas asthe act itself is concerned, 
comment may be reserved till later. 
So far as its reception and treatment 
by the Legislature is concerned, we 
can only hope that the members will 
discuss it and deal ‘with it in a spirit 
of temperate moderation with a view 
to the promotion of the good of the 
community as a whole, both now and 
hereafter, and not with a view to the 
vindication of any pet ‘theories, 
whether of temperance or freedom, 
or to the benefiting of any private 
interest. 


TAXATION—THE VITAL PROBLEM 
OF THE DAY 


The Calgary (Herald has recently 
been publishing a series of excellent 
articles on Canadian taxation. The 
gist of these is that taxation in Can- 
ada has reached a dangerous and un- 
healthy level and must be reduced. 
A few weeks ago the “Saturday Even- 
ing Post” contained an article written 
by one of the leading treasury officials 
of the United States in which he point- 
ed out that in the States taxation, 
federal, state and municipal, had 
reached a point almost if not quite as 
high as that of Great Britain, where 
the general opinion {fg that the burden 
of taxation is very nearly intolerable. 
It js notorious that most of the great 
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bankruptcy. 

It is, therefore, a fairly safe thing to 
say that the supreme public question 
at the present time in Canada and in 
most of the countries of the world is 
that of the reduction of public expen- 
diture and consequent taxation. In 
Canada, as in the United States, dom- 
inion, provincial, municipal taxes are 
all at levels which impose a crippling 
drain on the resources of the indivi- 
dual citizen. The political parties, the 
municipal and urban councillors all 
profess devotion to public economy. 
Yet the results of their devotion are 
distressingly small. 

The late war is, of course, the first 
and foremost cause of increased na- 
tional burdens. The war has to be 
paid for. The great loans floated to 
finance the war have to be carried in 
respect of interest and sinking ‘fund. 
Yet it appears from analysis that it 
is not the war debts that are the sole 
cause of the increased taxation. At 
every point public expenditure seems 
to have gone up. Increases in the 
number of officials employed by gov- 
ernments and public bodies are a 
great, if not the greatest, cauSe of ex- 
penditure. It seems ‘fatally easy for 
popular governments to appoint offi- 
cials with comfortable salaries, and 
desperately hard to get rid of them 
when they have been appointed. Yet 
every one of these officials is being 
supported by the rest of the commun- 
ity. 

It is nonsense to suggest that a 
civilized society can get along with- 
out a staff of government officials, and 
experience has shown that cheap gov- 
ernment officials usually mean bad 
and dishonest government. The diffi- 
culty seems to be to maintain a prop- 
er discrimination between necessary 
and unnecessary officials, between 
those who render valuable services to 
the community in return for their 
salaries and those who are simply 
veiled parasites on the community. 
The heart of the evil seems to lie in 
that ancient and curious feature of 
democratic government, the untrain- 
ed, unqualified, incompetent politician, 
who is neither able nor willing to con- 
duct the government of his country, 
his province, or his city or municipal 
district on sound and honest lines. 
This type of poltician in his turn is 
the product of the uneducated, un- 
qualified voter, and so we come again 
to the essential vital fact that until it 
is realised that public government isa 
matter of laborious education and ex- 
perience, and not of haphazard and 
garrulous inspiration, we need not ex- 
pect to get efficiency and solvency in 
our public administrations. 

This vital question calls for fur- 
ther consideration. In the meantime 
we wish merely to direct the attention 
of our readers to the problem, which 
in our opinion needs tthe careful 
thought of every one of us.

Mr. Ramsay Macdonald, the new 
Prime Minister, is also Minister for 
Foreign Affairs. It is a greut pity 
that his record in the late war was 
so thoroughly bad. He was a pacifiist 
at a time when pacifism was treason 
to the Empire and to freedom in the 
whole world. For this reason many 
would have preferred to see the pre- 
miership fall to Mr. Clynes, who is 
now Mr. Macdonald’s chief colleague 
in the cabinet, and whose war record 
was a very fine one both in respect of 
patriotism and capacity. 

As far as can .be at all anticipated 
this first Labour Government of Great 
Britain stands quite a good chance of 
being a success. Their party is 
hopelessly outnumbered in  Parlia- 
ment, ‘which will give the intelligent 
and experienced men in the cabinet 
every reason for refusing to intro- 
duce rash and extreme measures of 
legislation at the behest of their more 
revolutionary associates. With a mod- 
erate policy their capacity for admin- 
istration should enable them to con- 
duct the affairs of the country with 
no little success, and they will quite 
possibly receive- from the Conserva- 
tive Party under Mr. Baldwin some- 
thing very like benevolent neutrality, 
and not much in the nature of merely 
captious criticism. 

It is a great landmark in British 
history, this first Labour Govern- 
ment. Historians of the future may 
well call it the final evidence of the 
overthrow of the supremacy of the old 
feudal aristocracy and their hangers- 
on, which has existed from before the 
Norman Conquest of England. 

The party which has come out of the 
political crisis worst and most miser- 
ably is the so-called Liberal Party. 
At the general election they fought 
the Labour Party tooth and nail. Their 
leaders like Lloyd George warned the 
nation in the most lurid terms against 
the socialist menace. Then when the 
election was over and the Liberals 
found themselves unexpectedly the 
weakest party in the House of Com- 
mons, they instantly decided that 
they would rather have the party 
triumph over their old opponents, the 
Conservatives, than the patriotic duty 
of keeping out of power these Labour 
men whom they had declared to be a 
threat to the ‘whole stability of the 
country. Their reward is to see one 
solitary Liberal, Lord Haldane, inthe 
new cabinet, as compared with four 
Conservatives. If Mr. Baldwin was 
right when he told (Mr. Asquith in the 
final debate in ‘the House that by sell- 
ing his principles he had doomed his 
party to extinction and insured that 
he himself would be the last Liberal 
Premier of Great Britain, that ; 
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tinction is thoroughly well deserved.

According to the replies received by 
“Marketing” from the different busi- 
nesses in Canada to a questionaire 
sent out, every business that is large 
and progressive and also every small 
business that is making steady ad- 
vance, have their advertising cam- 
paign already planned for until the 
end of the year. Spasmodic advertis- 
ing is a mistake. It does not have 
corresponding results with regular 
less extensive advertising. It is not 
fair to your business or to the medium 
carrying your copy. 


Let us not turn into a community of 
vandals. Where we have beautiful 
boulevards or beautiful trees or 
beautiful parks, let us try to retain or 
improve them instead of destroying or 
damaging ‘them. 


Although there may tbe some justifi- 
cation for the complaints of the agri- 
culturists as to conditions, they com- 
plain too loudy and too bitterly. We 
say without hesitation that the prob- 
lems of the farmer in Alberta, or for 
that matter in any part of the west, 
are’ and have been less burdensome 
than the problems of the averaga 
small business man.

Auloff, the last of the trio of bandits 
who held up a C.P.R. ‘train in the 
Crow’s Nest Pass in the summer of 
1920, and later killed two policemen, 
was arrested in Montana. One of the 
bandits was killed during the fight 
with the policemen and another was 
later caught, tried and hanged.

A consider- 
able number of orders for this grain 
have been received from other prov- 
inces, and countries abroad, but it is 
the desire that as many farmers in 
Avberta as possible secure some of 
this high class grain for seed purpos- 
es, 

The seed cleaning plant this season 
expects to handle 68,000 bushels, in 
comparison to 16,000 handled last 
season. 


Alberta Protests New Harbor Rate 


Believing that the Alberta producers 
of grain are the interests chiefly con- 
cerned in the economical handling of 
grain through the Pacific Coast port 
of Vancouver, the Alberta Government 
and Board of Trade of Edmonton 
jointly sent a commissioner to the 
coast city, at the invitation of the 
Harbor Commission, to investigate 
the circumstances surrounding the 
proposal to increase the harbor charg- 
es on grain to 6centsaton. J. D.O. 
Mothersill, who was selected for this 
mission, has made his report to the 
government, which declares in effect 
that the six cent charge is not justi- 
fled. On,the strength of the report, 
Premier Sreenfield has wired ‘to the 
government at Ottawa, asking that 
the proposed rate be suspended, at 
least for the balance of the present 
crop shipping season, and that no in- 
creases be made in charges on the 
grain movement until the Alberta 
government has been given full oppor- 
tunity to make representations, and, 
further, the Premier asks that a 
conference be arranged between ‘both 
governments to examine all aues:- | 
tions regarding the policy for future; 
developing of grain handling facilities 
on the Pacific Coast. 


Better Interest Rates 


Cheaper interest rates for Alberta 
farmers belonging to co-operative cred- 
it organizations, were announced by 
Premier Greenfield ‘to a convention of 
these organizations held the past week 
in Edmonton. The Premier announc- 
ed that the bank interest to these 
credit societies would he reduced 
from 7 to 6% percent. The Premier 
incidentally declared it to be the, 
opinion of Bastern ‘bank interests 
that the Alberta co-operative credits 
system was one of the most funda. 
mentally sound and practically oper- 
ated of any in the dominion.

development was entrusted by Sir 
Henry to Mr. W. D. Robb, Vice- 
President, and Mr. Robb at once 
proceeded to build up the necessary 
organization to look after this most 


important national work. Investi- 
gations, conferences and_ careful 
planning gradually brought into 
being an effective department, the 
effort of the year culminating in 
the engagement of Dr. W. J. Black, 
Deputy Minister of Immigration 
and Colonization in the Federal 
Government, as Manager of the 
Colonization and Development De- 
partment of the Canadian National 
Railways, with headquarters in 
London, England, That was early 
in the Fall of 1923. Dr. Black pro- 
ceeded at once to Great Britain, 
where he spent some weeks carry- 
ing out a series of investigations. 
These completed, he returned to 
Canada and a general conference 
of all officers of the department 
was called and a definite plan of 
colonization and development was 
drawn up and announced. This 
was the first definite announcement 
on immigration to be announced 
in Canada. 


Dr. Black’s Career 

In engaging Dr. Black, the Can- 
adian National Railways secured 
an officer who is prohably better 
acquainted with the immigration 
needs of Canada, and the best 
methods of remedying those needs, 
than any other man in the coun- 
try. All his life he has been con- 
nected with the argricu’tural in- 
dustry and has run the gauntlet of 
all its intricate phases. IIe was 
born and brought up on a farm in 
Dufferin County, Ontario, and in 
1902 graduated from the Ontario 
Agricultural College with a To- 
ronto University degree. At his 
graduation he was appointed edi- 
tor of the “Farmers’ Advocate,” 
Winnipeg, Manitoba, and_ he held 
this post for two years. In 1905 
he joined the Government of Mani- 
toba as Deputy Minister of Agri- 
culture, a post which he left the 
following year to became President 
of the Manitoba Agricultural Col- 
lege, He remained in this import- 
ant position until 1916, when he be- 
came Commissioner of Agriculture 
for Canada. At the conclusion of 
the Great War in 1918, Dr. Black 
was appointed Chairman of the 
Soldiers’ Settlement Board of Can- 
ada, a position he held until his 
appointment, in 1921, as Deputy 
Ministers of Immigration and 
Colonization for Canada.

4—To encourage improvement in 
agriculture, that more diversi-

Canadian Standards, providing that 
any producer or other person dealing 
in eggs may delegate his right to 
candle and grade to the first whole- 
saler or retail dealer to whom the eggs 
are shipped or delivered, in which 
case the markings, labellings or tag- 
gings shall consist of the words 


in the next preceding subsection, and 
may prescribe the conditions under 
which such transfers may be made. 

11. Any inspector charged with the 
enforcement of these regulations may 
enter any premises or conveyance to 
make examination of any case or con- 
tainer of eggs suspected of being im- 
properly or falsely marked in viola- 
tion of the provisions of these Regula- 
tions or to ascertain the manner and 
extent to which the returns for eggs 
have been apportioned in accordanc: 
with the Canadian standards as re- 
quired in regulation 10 of these regu- 
lations. 2 

14 Hggs shall be packed in sanitary 
cases with clean, dry, whole fillers,

19. The mark of approval to be plac- 
ed on each case, hereinafter called the 
“Government /Mark,” shall include the 
Maple Leaf and the words “Canadian 
Eggs” and ‘‘Government Inspected” to- 
gether with the Inspector's number, 
the device to be in such form as the 


| Minister may approve. 


21. No case containing eggs shall be 
marked with the Government mark 
unless the ‘warehouse or room in 
which the eggs are held are ina clean 
and sanitary condition, and further no 
case shall be marked unless suitable 
accommodation is provided for In- 
spectors to make the necessary exam- 
ination, such accommodation to in- 
clude a dark room. facilities for 
candling, and such fittings as may be 
required to insure a proper examina- 
tion. 

22, No person other than a duly ap- 
pointed Inspector shall apply any 
Government mark to any case con- 
taining eggs. 

23. No person shall have in his 
possession empty egg cases’ bearing 
the Government mark. After the 
contents of any case bearing the Gov- 
ernment mark have been removed 
such mark shall be obliterated. This 
shall be done by the person or _ per- 
sons removing the eggs from the 


! case, or the person or persons receiv- 


ing the cases when returned from a 
foreign country. 

82. All these Regulations shall he- 
come effective from the date of the

Here and There 


A new record has been established 
by the Department of Marine and 
Fisheries in the number of white 
fish eggs collected for hatchery pur- 
poses in the Great Lakes and the 
Lake of the Woods. A total of 464,- 
660,000 eggs were obtained, which 
exceeds all previous collections in 
the province of Ontario. 


A new deposit of soapstone has 
been discovered on Trap Lake, a 
émall lake south of Wabigoon Lake, 
in northwestern Ontario. The quality 
‘of the stone has been reported as ex- 
cellent for various industrial uses, 
and practical trials are under way. 
Water transportation is available 
direct from the deposits to Wabigoon | 
and Dryden, on the main line of the 
Canadian Pacific Railway. 


It is announced by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway that two free 
Scholarships covering four years’ 
tuition in architecture, chemical, ' 
civil, mechanical or electrical en- 
gineering at McGill University, are 
offered, subject to competitive ex- 
aminations, to apprentices and other | 
employees enrolled on the permanent | 
staff of the company and under 21 ! 
years of age, and to minor sons of 
employees. 


Canada’s fisheries’ production dur- 
ing 1923 is estimated to be worth 
$40,000,000. At the beginning of the 
year it was not thought that any- 
thing like this mark would be reach- 
ed, for the Fordnoy tariff had cut 
deeply into exports to the United 
States. But as the year wore on the, 
demand and prices generally im- 
proved, thus giving fishermen along 
the Atlantic coast especially a much 
better market.

Approximately $5,000,000 will be 
spent by the Dominion Coal Com- 
pany to open up a new mine and 
colliery at Lingan, Nova Scotia, and 
construction of a branch line of rail- 
way to the new site has already been 
started. The new colliery will be 
equipped with every modern device, 
and a model town will be planned in 
its vicinity. It will have a capacity 
of some 2,000 tons daily. 


The tenth annual Ski Tournament 
will be held at Revelstoke, February 
6th and 6th, in connection with which 
eki-joring, tobogganing, snowshoe- 
dng, skating, etc., will be featured 
An endeavor is being made to secure 
the attendance of Uno Hilstrom, 
Sweden’s champion ski-jumper, as 
well as other famous ski-jumpers 
from both Canada and the United 
States. 


Canada in 1923 produced more 
coal, lead, cobalt and asbestos than 
during any other year since mining 
records have been kept. The output 
of coal was in the neighborhood of 
17,300,000 tons, or 685,000 tons bet- 
ter than the best previous record, 
and 2,000,000 tons over that in 1922. 
The output of copper, nickel, cement 
and asbestos was also much above 
that for the preceding years. Gold 
production was down somewhat, but 
this was due more to a power short- 
age than anything else.

As a result of efforts on the part 
of Hon. J. A. Robb, Minister of Im-

CAPTIVITY OF 


ISRAEL CONFIRMED 


Definite confirmation of the Biblical 


account of the captivity of th 
Israelites in Bgypt has been unearthed 
by a University of Pennsylvania ex: 
pedition to the Jordan, according to 
Dr. Clarence S Fisher, head of the 
party, who has returned. The verifica- 
tion is written on a stone monument 
of Rameses IT., excavated by the ex- 
pedition at Beisan, the Beth-Shan of 
the Bible, Dr. Fisher said today. Dr. 
Fisher regards this monument as “one 
of the most interesting ever unearth- 
ed by archaeologists.” 

“Tt was in a small inner room of a 
fortress buried beneath successive 
jlayers of other fortresses and towns 
that we discovered this monument 
and another of Seti,” sald Dr. Fisher. 
“The Rameses II. stone is being 
brought to the museum at Philadel- 
phia. 

“On it is the first definite confirma- 
tion of the Biblical account of the 
captivity of the Children of Tsrael in 
Egypt. Rameses has written on the 
stone that he had certain semitic 
peoples build for him stone cities on 
the Nile delta.
